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A PROCLAMATION 

For the authorizing of the Book of Common Prayer to be used 
throughout the Realm of Scotland, 



CHARLES, by the grace of God, King of Great Britain, 
France, and Ireland^ Defender of the Faith, To our Lovits 

Messengers, our Sheriffs in that 
part, conjunctly and severally, specially constitute, greeting. 
Forasmuch as We, ever since our entry to the imperial Crown 
of this our ancient kingdom of Scotland, especially since our 
late being here in the same, have divers times recommended 
to the Archbishops and Bishops here the publishing of a 
Public Form of Service, in the Worship of God, which we 
would have uniformly observed therein : And the same being 
now condescended upon, although We doubt not but all our 
subjects, both Clergy and others, will receive the said Public 
Form of Service with such reverence as appertaineth : Yet, 
thinking it necessary to make our pleasure known, touching 
the authorizing of the Book thereof, — 

OUR WILL IS, and We charge you straitly, and command, 
that incontinent these our Letters seen, you pass, and in our 
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Name and Authority command and charge all our subjects, both 
ecclesiastical and ciyil, by open Proclamation at the Market 
Crosses of the Head Boroughs of this our Kingdom, and 
other places needful, to conform themselves to the said Public 
Form of Worship, which is the only Form which We (having 
taken the counsel of our Clergy) think fit to be used in God's 
Public Worship in this our Kingdom : Commanding also all 
Archbishops, and Bishops, and other Presbyters and Church- 
men, to take a special care that the same be duly obeyed 
and observed, and the contraveners condignly censured and 
punished ; and to have special care that every Parish, betwixt 
and Pasch * next, procure unto themselves two at least of the 
said Books of Common Prayer, for the use of the Parish. The 
which to do, we commit to you conjunctly and severally our 
full power by these our Letters, delivering the same by you 
duly executed and indorsed again to the bearer. 

Given under our Signet, at Edinburgh, the Twentieth 
day of December, and of our Reign the Twelfth 
Year, 1636.

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THE PREFACE. 



The Church of Christ hath in all ages had a 
prescript Form of Common Prajer, or Divine 
Service ; as appeareth bj the ancient Liturgies of 
the Greek and Latin Churches. This was done, 
as for other great causes, so likewise for retaining 
an uniformity in God's worship ; a thing most 
beseeming them that are of one and the same pro- 
fession. For bj the Form that is kept in the out- 
ward worship of God, men commonly judge of 
Religion. If in that there be a diversity, straight 
they are apt to conceive the religion to be diverse. 
Wherefore it were to be wished, that the whole 
Church of Christ were one as well in form of 
Public Worship, as in doctrine : and that as it hath 
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but one Lord, and one faith, se it had but one 
heart, and one mouth. This would prevent many 
schisms and divisions, and serve much to the pre- 
serving of unity. But since that cannot be hoped 
for in the whole Catholic Christian Church ; yet, at 
least, in the Churches that are under the protection 
of one sovereign Prince the same ought to be 
endeavoured. 

It was not the least part of our late Sovereign 
King James^ of blessed memory, his care, to work 
this uniformity in all his dominions : but, while he 
was about to do it, it pleased God to translate him 
to a better kingdom. His Majesty that now reign- 
eth, (and long may he reign over us in all happi- 
ness !) not suffering his father's good purpose to fall 
to the ground, but treading the same path, with the 
like zeal and pious affection, gave order, soon after 
his coming to the crown, for the framing of a Book 
of Common Prayer, like unto that which is received 
in the Churches of England and Ireland^ for the 
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use of this Church. After many lets and hin- 
drances, the same ccmieth now to be published, to 
the good (we trust) of all God's people, and the 
increase of true piety and sincere devotion amongst 
them. 

But as there is nothing, how good and warrant- 
able soever in itself, against which some will not 
except ; so it may be, that exceptions will be taken 
against this good and most pious work, and, per- 
haps, none more pressed than that we have followed 
the Service-Book of England. But we should 
desire them that shall take this exception, to con- 
sider, that, being (as we are, by God's mercy) 
of one true profession, and otherwise united by 
many bonds, it had not been fitting to vary much 
from theirs, our especially coming forth after 
theirs ; seeing the disturbers of the Church,' both 
here and there, should by our differences, if they 
had been great, taken occasion to work more 
trouble. Therefore did we think meet to adhere 
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to their Form, even in the Festivals, and some 
other rites not as yet received nor observed in 
our Church, rather than, by omitting them, to give 
the adversary to think that we disliked any part of 
their Service. 

Our first Reformers were of the same mind with 
us, as appeareth by the ordinance they made, that 
in all the parishes of this realm the Common Prayer 
should be read, weekly, on Sundays^ and other 
Festival Days, with the Lessons of the Old and 
New Testament, conform to the order of the Book 
of Common Prayer ; (meaning that of JEngland: for 
it is known that divers years after we had no other 
order for Common Prayer.) This is recorded to 
have been the first head concluded in a frequent 
Council of the Lords and Barons professing Christ 
Jesus. We keep the words of the History : BeU-

218. of extemporary prayers.'* Sure, the 
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of Scotland, p. ^ J if 
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Public Worship of God in his Church, being the 
most solemn action of us his poor creatures here 
below, ought to be performed by a Liturgy 
advisedly set and framed, and not according to the 
sudden and various fancies of men. This shall 
suffice for the present to have said. The God of 
mercy confirm our hearts in his truth, and preserve 
us aUke from profaneness and superstition ! Amen. 



,All Presbyters and Deacons shall he hound to say Daily the 
Morning and Evening Prayer^ either privately or openly^ except 
they he let or hindered by some urgent cause. Of which cause, 
if it be frequently pretended, they are to make the Bishop of the 
Diocese, or the Archbishop of the Province, the judge and 
allower. 

And the Curate that ministereth in every Parish Church or 
Chapel, being at home, and not being otherwise reasonably letted, 
shall say the same in the Parish Church, or Chapel, where he 
ministereth ; and shall toll a bell thereto a convenient time before 
he begin, that such as be disposed may come to hear God^s word, 
and to pray with him. 



OF CEREMONIES; 

WHY SOME BE ABOLISHED, AND SOME RETAINED. 



Of such Ceremonies as be used in the Church, and have had 
their beginning by the institution of man, some at the first 
were of godly intent and purpose devised, and yet at length 
turned to vanity and superstition: some entered into the 
Church by indiscreet devotion, and such a zeal as was without 
knowledge; and for because they were winked at in the begin- 
ning, they grew daily to more and more abuses, which not 
only for their unprofitableness, but also because they have 
much blinded the people, and obscured the glory of God, are 
worthy to Ve cut away and clean rejected. Other there be, 
which, although they have been devised by man, yet it is 
thought good to reserve them still, as well for a decent order 
in the Church, (for the which they were first devised,) as be- 
cause they pertain to edification, whereunto all things done in 
the Church (as the Apostle teach^th) ought to be referred. And 
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although the keeping or omitting of a ceremony, in itself con- 
sidered, is hut a small thing ; yet the wilful and contemptuous 
transgression and breaking of a common order and discipline 
is no small offence before God. 

Let all things be done among you (saith St, PatU) in a seemly 
and due order. The appointment of the which order pertain- 
eth not to private men : therefore no man ought to take in 
hand, nor presume to appoint or alter any public or common 
order in Christ's Church, except he foe lawfiilly called and 
authorized thereunto. 

And whereas in this our time, the minds of men are so diverse 
that some think it a great matter of conscience to depart from 
a piece of the least of their ceremonies, they be so addicted to 
their old customs ; and again, on the other side, some be so 
new-fangled, that they would innovate all things, and so 
despise the old, that nothing can like them but that is new: 
it was thought expedient, not so much to have respect how to 
please and satisfy either of these parties, a«.lfl)w to please 
God, and profit them both. And yet, lest any man should be 
oflBended, whom good reason might satisfy, here be certain 
causes rendered, why some of the accustomed C6i^monies be 
put away, and some retained and kept still. 

Some are put away, because the great excess and multitude 
of them hath so increased in these latter days, that the burden 
of them was intolerable. Wherefore St, Augustine in his time 
complained, that they were grown to such a number, that the 
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estate of Christian people was in worse case concerning that 
matter than were the Jews ; and he counselled, that such yoke 
and hurden should he taken away, as time would serve quietly 
to do it. 

But what would St. Augustine have said, if he had seen the 
Ceremonies of late days used among us ; .whereunto the multi- 
tude used in his time was not to be compared? This our 
excessive multitude of Ceremonies was so great, and many of 
them so dark, that they did more confound and darken, than 
declare and set forth, Christ's benefits unto us. 

And besides this, Christ's Gospel is not a Ceremonial Law, 
(as much of Moses' Law was ;) but it is a religion to serve 
God, not in bondage of the figure or shadow, but in the 
freedom of the spirit, being content only with those Ceremo- 
nies which do serve to a decent order and godly discipline, 
and such as be apt to stir up the dull mind of man to the 
remembrance of his duty to God by some notable and special 
signification, whereby he might be edified. 

Furthermore, the most weighty cause of the abolishment of 
certain Ceremonies was, that they were so far abused, partly 
by the superstitious blindness of the rude and unlearned, and 
partly by the unsatiable avarice of such as sought more their 
own lucre than the glory of God, that the abuses could not 
well be taken away, the thing remaining still. 

But now, as concerning those persons, which peradventure 
will be offended, for that some of the old Ceremonies are 
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retained still. If they consider that without some Ceremonies 
it is not possible to keep any order or quiet discipline in the 
Church, they shall easily perceive just cause to reform their 
judgments. And if they think much that any of the old do 
remain, and would rather have all devised anew ; then, such 
men granting some Ceremonies convenient to be had, surely 
where the old may be well used, there they cannot reasonably 
reprove the old only for their age, without bewraying of their 
own folly. For in such a case they ought rather to have reverence 
unto them for their antiquity, if they will declare themselves to 
be more studious of unity and concord, than of innovations and 
new-fangleness ; which (as much as may be, with the true set- 
ting forth of Christ's religion) is always to be eschewed. Fur- 
thermore, such shall have no just cause with the Ceremonies 
reserved to be offended. For as those be taken away which 
were most abused, and did burden men's consciences without 
any cause; so the other that remain are retained for a dis- 
cipline and order, which (upon just causes) may be altered 
and changed, and therefore are not to be esteemed equal with 
God's law. And moreover they be neither dark nor dumb 
Ceremonies, but are so set forth that every man may under- 
stand what they do mean, and to what use they do serve. So 
that it is not like, that they in time to come should be abused 
as others have been. And in these our doings we condemn 
no other nations, nor prescribe any thing but to our own 
people only. For we think it convenient that every country

should use such Ceremonies, as they shall think best to the 
setting forth of God's honour and glory, and to the reducing 
of the people to a most perfect and godly living, without error 
or superstition : and that they should put away other things, 
which from time to time they perceive to be most abused, as in 
men's ordinances it often chanceth diversely in divers countries. 



The Table and Calendar, expressing the Order of Psalms to be 
said at Morning and Evening Prayer throughout the Year ;, 
except certain Proper Feasts, as the Rules following more 
plainly declare. 

The Psalter shall be read through once every month, save 
February ; and in that month so far as tlie Psalms are appointed 
for twenty-eight, or twenty-nine days in the Leap- Year. 

And whereas many months have thirty-one days apiece, it 
is ordered that the Psalms shall be read the last day of the said 
months which were read the day before ; so that the Psalter 
may begin again the first day of the next month ensuing. 

And where the 119th Psalm is divided into twenty- two 
portions, and is over-long to be read at one time: it is so 
ordered, that at one time shall not be read above four or five 
of the said portions, as you shall perceive to be noted in this 
Table following. 

And here is also to be noted, that in this Table, and in all 
other parts of the Service where any Psalms are appointed, the 
number is expressed after the great English Bible, which from 

C 
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the 9th Paalm unto the 148th Psalm (following the division 
of the Hebrews) doth vary in numhers from the conunon Latin 
translation. • 



The Order how the rest qf Holy Scripture (beside the Psalter) 

is appointed to be read. 

The Old Testament is appointed for the First Lessons at 
Morning and Evening Prayer, and shall be read through 
every year once ; except certain Books and Chapters which be 
least edifying, and might best be spared, and therefore are 
left unread. 

The New Testament is appointed for the Second Lessons at 
Morning and Evening Prayer, and shall be read over orderly 
every year thrice, besides the Epistles and Gospels; except 
the Apocalypse, out of the which there be only certain Lessons 
appointed upon divers Proper Feasts. 

And to know what Lessons shall be read every day, find the 
day of the month in the Calendar following; and there ye 
shall perceive the Books and Chapters that shall be read for 
the Lessons both at Morning and Evening Prayer. 

And here is to be noted, that whensoever there be any 
Proper Psalms or Lessons appointed for the Sundays, or for 
any Feast, Moveable or Unmoveable ; then the Psalms and 
Lessons appointed in the Calendar shall be omitted for that 
time. 

Ye must note also, that the Collect, Epistle, and Gospel 
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appointed for the Sunday, shall serve all the week after, 
except there fall some Feast that hath his proper Collect 
Epistle, and Gospel ; as it is on Ash- Wednesday, and on every 
day in the Holy Week next before Pmh or Easter : but on all 
those days the Psalms and Lessons shall be the same which 
fall in course as they are in the Calendar. 

When the years of our Lord may be divided into four even 
parts, which is every fourth year, then the Sunday Letter 
leapeth : and that year the Psalms and Lessons which serve for 
the 28th day of February, shall be read again the day following, 
except it be Sunday ; which hath proper Lessons of the Old 
Testament appointed in the Table serving to that purpose. 

Also, wheresoever the beginning of any Lesson, Epistle, or 
Gospel, is not expressed, there ye must begin at the beginning 
of the Chapter. And wheresoever is not expressed how far 
shall be read, there shall you read to the end of the Chapter. 

Item, So oft as the first Chapter of St, Matthew is read 
either for Lesson or Gospel, ye shall begin the same at {The 
birth of Jesus Christ was on this wise, &c.) and the third 
Chapter of St, Luke*s Gospel shall be read unto {So that he 
was supposed to be the son of Joseph.)

DAILY THROUGHOUT THE YEAR. 



^ At the beginning both of Morning Prayer, and likewise of 
Evening Prayer, the Presbyter or Minister shall read with a 
loud voice some one of these Sentences of the Scriptures that 
follow. And then he shall say that which is written after the 
said Sentences, 

Cast away from you all your transgressions, whereby 
ye have transgressed, and make you a new heart, 
and a new spirit : for why will ye die ? For I have 
no pleasure in the death of him that dieth, saith the 
Lord God : wherefore turn yourselves, and live. 
JEzek. xviii. 31, 32. 

Hide thy face from my sins; and blot out all 
mine iniquities. Psalm li. 9. 

The sacrifices of God are a broken spirit : a 
broken and a contrite heart, O God, thou wilt not 
despise. Psalm li. 17, 

E 
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Rent your heart, and not your garments, and turn 
unto the Lord your God : for he is gracious and 
merciful, slow to anger, and of great kindness, and 
repenteth him of the evil. Joel ii. 13. 

To the Lord our God belong mercies and for- 
givenesses, though we have rebelled against him : 
neither have we obeyed the voice of the Lord our 
God, to walk in his laws which he set before us by 
his servants the prophets. Dan. ix. 9, 10. 

He that covereth his sins, shall not prosper : but 
he that confesseth and forsaketh them, shall Jiave 
mercy. Prov. xxviii. 13. 

O Lord, correct me, but with judgment ; not in 
thine anger, lest thou bring me to nothing. Jer. 
X. 24. 

Enter not into judgment with thy servant : for in 
thy sight shall no man living be justified. Psalm 
cxliii. 2. 

If we say that we have no sin, we deceive our- 
selves, and the truth is not in us. 1 John i. 8. 

Dearly beloved brethren : the Scripture moveth us 
in sundry places to acknowledge and confess our 
manifold sins and wickedness ; and that we should 
not dissemble nor cloak them before the face of 
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Almighty God our heavenly Father, but confess 
them with an humble, lowly, penitent and obedient 
heart, to the end that we may obtain forgiveness of 
the same, by his infinite goodness and mercy. And 
although we ought at all times humbly to acknow- 
ledge our sins before God ; yet ought we most 
chiefly so to do, when we assemble and meet together, 
to render thanks for the great benefits that we have 
received at his hands, to set forth his most worthy 
praise, to hear his most holy word, and to ask those 
things which be requisite and necessary, as well for 
the body as the soul. Wherefore I pray and be- 
seech you, as many as be here present^ to accompany 
me with a pure heart and humble voice, unto the 
throne of the heavenly grace, saying after me : 

^ A General Cot^ession, to be said by all that are present, after 
or with the Deacon or Presbyterf all humbly kneeling. 

Almighty and most merciful Father, We have erred 
and strayed from thy ways like lost sheep. We have 
followed too much the devices and desires of our 
own hearts. We have offended against thy holy 
laws. We have left undone those things which we 
ought to have done. And we have done those things 
which we ought not to have done. And there is no 
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health in us. But thou, O Lord, have mercy upon 
us, miserable offenders : Spare thou them, O God, 
which confess their faults : Restore thou them that 
be penitent, According to thy promises declared unto 
mankind in Christ Jesu our Lord : And grant, O 
most merciful Father, for his sake. That we may 
hereafter live a godly, righteous, and sober life. To 
the glory of thy holy Name, And the salvation of 
our own souls. Amen* 

^ The Absolution f or Remission of sinSf to be pronounced by the 
Presbyter alone, he standing up and turning himself to the 
people, but they still remaining humbly upon their knees. 

Almighty God, the Father of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, who desireth not the death of a sinner, but 
rather that he may turn from his wickedness and 
live ; and who hath given power and commandment 
to the Presbyters of his Church, the Ministers of his 
Gospel, to declare and pronounce to his people, 
being penitent, the absolution and remission of their 
sins: the same Almighty God pardoneth and ab- 
solveth all them which truly repent, and unfeignedly 
believe his holy Gospel. Wherefore we beseech 
him to grant us true repentance, and his Holy Spirit ; 
that we may receive from him absolution from all 
our sins, that those things may please him which we 
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do at this present, and that the rest of our life here- 
after may be pure and holy, so that at the last we 
may come to his eternal joy, through Jesus Christ 
our Lord.

^ Then shall the Presbyterf or Minister^ begin the hordes Prayer 
with a loud voice. And in thiSf and all other places of the 
Liturgy J where the last words. For tbine is the kingdom, &c.

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The Order of the Administration of the 
LORD'S SUPPER, OR HOLY COMMUNION. 

So many as intend to be partakers of the Holy Communion, shall 
signify their names to the Presbyter or Curate over night, or 
else in the morning afore the beginidng of Morning Prayer, or 
immediately after. 

And if any of those be an open and notorious eviUUver^ so that 
the Church by him is offended, or have done any wrong to his 
neighbours by word or deed ; the Presbyter or Curate, having 
knowledge thereof, sJiall call him and advertise him in any 
wise not to presume to come to the Lord's Table, until he have 
openly declared himself to have truly repented and amended 
his former naughty life, that the Church may thereby be 
satined, wJiich afore was offended; and that he have recompensed 
the parties whom he hath dmie wrong unto, or at the least declare 
himself to be in full purpose so to do, as soon as he conveniently 
may. 
The same order shall the Presbyter or Curate use with those be- 
twixt whom lie perceiveth malice and liatred to reign ; not suffer- 
ing them to be partakers of the hordes Table, until he know 
them to be reconciled. And if one qfthe parties so at variance 
be content to forgive from the bottom of his heart all that the 
other hath tresp<used against him, and to make amends for that 
he himself ^^'^ offended, and the other party will not be per- 
suaded to a godly unity, but remain still in his frowardness 
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nnd nuUice ; the Presbyter or Minister in that nose ought to 

admit the penitent person to the Holy Communion, and not him 

that is obstinate^

fair white linen cloth upon ity with other decent furniture, meet 

for the high mysteries tltere to he celebrated, shall stand at the 

uppermost part of tlie Chancel or Church, where the Presbyter,

minister he is) may above all things seek thy honour 
and glory ; and that we his subjects (duly consider- 
ing whose authority he hath) may faithfully serve, 
honour, and humbly obey him, in thee, and for thee, 
according to thy blessed word and ordinance, through 
Jesus Christ our Lord : who, with thee and the Holy 
Ghost, liveth and reigneth, ever one God, world 
without end. Amen. 

Almighty and everlasting God, we be taught by 
thy holy word, that the hearts of Kings are in thy 
rule and governance, and that thou dost dispose and 
turn them as it seemeth best to thy godly wisdom. 
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We humbly beseech thee so to dispose and govern 
the heart of Charles thy servant, our King and 
Governor, that in aU his thoughts, words, and 
works, he may ever seek thy honoar and glory, and 
study to preserve thy people committed to his 
charge, in wealth, peace, and godliness. Grrant this, 

merciful Father, for thy dear Son's sake, Jesus

1 BELIEVE in one God, the Father Almighty, Maker 
of Heaven and Earth, And of all things visible and 
invisible. And in one Lord Jesus Christ, The only- 
begotten Son of God, Begotten of his Father before 
all worlds, Grod of God, Light of Light, Very God of 
very God, Begotten, not made. Being of one substance 
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with the Father, By whom all things were made. 
Who for us men, and for our salvation, came down 
from heaven, And was incarnate by the Holy G-host 
of the Virgin Mary, And was made man, And was 
crucified also for us under Pontius Pilate. He 
suffered, and was buried, And the third day he rose 
again according to the Scriptures, And ascended 
into heaven. And sitteth on the right hand of the 
Father. And he shall come again with glory, to 
judge both the quick and the dead : Whose kingdom 
shall have no end. And I believe in the Holy 
Ghost, The Lord and Giver of life. Who proceedeth 
from the Father and the Son, Who with the Father 
and the Son together is worshipped and glorified. 
Who spake by the Prophets. And I believe one 
Catholic and Apostolic Church : I acknowledge one 
Baptism for the remission of sins : And I look for 
the resurrection of the dead, And the life of the 
world to come. Amen, 

^ After ike Creed, if there he no Sermon, shall follow one of the 
Homilies which shall hereafter he set forth hy common authority. 

After such Sermon, Homily, or Exhortation, the Presbyter or 
Curate shall declare unto the People whether there he any 
Holy-days, or Fasting-days, the week following, and earnestly 
exhort them to remember the poor, saying (for the Offertory) 
one or mo of these Sentences following, as he thinketh most 
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convenient by his discretionf according to the length or short- 
ness of the time thit the people aire offering. 

And in process of time it came to pass, that Cain 
brought of the frait of the ground an offering unto 
the Lord : and Abel, he also brought of the firstlings 
of his flock, and of the fat thereof And the Lord 
had respect unto Abel, and to his offering : but 
unto Cain and to his offering he had not respect.

David blessed the Lord before all the congrega- 
tion, and said : Blessed he thou, O Lord God, for 
ever and ever. Thine, O Lord, is the greatness, 
and the glory, and the victory, and the majesty: 
for all that is in the heaven and in the earth, is thine : 
thine is the kingdom, O Lord, and thou art exalted 
as head above all. Both riches and honour come of 
thee, and of thine own do we give unto thee. I 
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know alsoy my Grod, that thou triest the heart, and 
hast pleasure in uprightness. As for me, in the 
uprightness of my heart I have willingly offered all 
these things. And now have I seen with joy thy 
people which are present here, to offer willingly 
unto thee. 1 Chron, xxix. 10, &c. 

Give unto the Lord the glory due unto his name : 
bring an offering, and come into his courts. PsaL 
xcvi. 8. 

Lay not up for yourselves treasures upon earth, 
where moth and rust doth corrupt, and where 
thieves break through and steal : but lay up for 
yourselves treasures in heaven, where neither moth 
nor rust doth corrupt, and where thieves do not 
break through nor steal. Matth, vi. 19, 20. 

Not every one that saith unto me. Lord, Lord, 
shall enter into the kingdom of heaven : but he 
that doth the will of my Father which is in heaven.

Jesus sat over against the treasury, and beheld 
how the people cast money into it : and many that 
were rich cast in much.

Let him that is taught in the word, communicate

be not high-minded, nor trust in uncertain riches, 
but in the living God, who giveth us richly all 
things to enjoy : that they do good, that they be 
rich in good works, ready to distribute, willing to 
communicate : laying up in store for themselves a 
good foundation against the time to come, that they 
may lay hold of eternal life.

God is not unrighteous, to forget your work and 
labour of love, which ye have shewed toward his 
name, in that ye have ministered to the saints, and 
do minister.

inclosed [ ] are Congregation which is here assembled 
to be left out. in thy name, to celebrate the comme* 
moration of the most precious death and sacrifice of 
thy Son and our Saviour Jesus Christ.] And we 
most humbly beseech thee of thy goodness, O Lord, 
to comfort and succour all them which in this 
transitory life be in trouble, sorrow, need, sickness, 
or any other adversity. And we also bless thy holy 
name for all those thy servants, who, having iinished 
their course in faith, do now rest from their labours. 
And we yield unto thee most high praise and hearty 
thanks for the wonderful grace and virtue declared 
in all thy saints, who have been the choice vessels

^ TJien shall follow this Exhortation at certain times when the 
Presbyter or Curate shall see tfie People negligent to come to 
the Holy Communion. 

We be come together at this time, dearly beloved 
brethren, to feed at the Lord's Supper ; unto the 
which in God's behalf I bid you all that be here 
present, and beseech you for the Lotd Jesus Christ's 
sake, that ye will not refuse to come thereto, being 
so lovingly ciUled and bidden of God himself. Ye 
know how grievous and unkind a thing it is, when 
a man hath prepared a rich feast, decked his table 
with all kind of provision, so that there lacketh 
nothing but the guests to sit down, and yet they 
which be called (without any cause) most unthank- 
fully refuse to come. Which of you in such a case 
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.would not be moved ? Who would not think a great 
injury and wrong done unto him ? Wherefore, most 
dearly beloved in Christ, take ye good heed, lest 
ye, withdrawijig yourselves from this holy Supper, 
provoke God's indignation against you. It is an 
easy matter for a man to say, I will not communi- 
cate, because I am otherwise letted with worldly 
business : but such excuses be not so easily accepted 
and allowed before Grod. If any man say, I am a 
grievous sinner, and therefore am afraid to come : 
wherefore then do ye ' not repent and amend ? 
When God calleth you, be you not ashamed to say 
you will not come ? When you . should return to 
God, will you excuse yourselves, and say that you be 
not ready ? Consider earnestly with yourselves, how 
little such feigned excuses shall avail before God. 
They that refused the feast in the Gospel, because 
they had bought a farm, or would try their yokes 
of oxen, or because they were married, were not so 
excused, but counted unworthy of that heavenly 
feast. I for my part am here present, and according 
to mine office, I bid you in the name of God, I call 
you in Christ's behalf, I exhort you as you love 
your own salvation, that ye will be partakers of 
this holy Communion. And as the Son of God did 
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vouchsafe to offer up himself hj death upon the 
cross for our salvation ; even so it is our duty to 
celebrate and receive the holy Communion together 
in the remembrance of his death and sacrifice, as he 
himself commanded. Now, if you wiU in no wise 
thus do, consider with yourselves how great injury 
you do unto Grod, and how sore punishment hangeth 
over your heads for the same. And whereas you 
offend God so grievously in refusing this holy 
banquet, I admonish, exhort, and beseech you, 
that unto this unkindness you will not add any 
more: which thing ye shall do, if ye stand by as 
gazers and lookers on them that do communicate, 
and be not partakers of the same yourselves. For 
what thing can this be accounted else, than a further 
contempt and unkindness unto Grod ? Truly, it is a 
great unthankfulness to say Nay when ye be called : 
but the fault is much greater when men stand by, 
and yet will not receive this holy Sacrament which 
is offered unto them. I pray you, what can this be 
else, but even to have the mysteries of Christ in de- 
rision ? It is said unto all, Take ye, and eat ; Take, 
and drink ye aU of this : Do this in remembrance of 
me. With what face then, or with what counte- 
nance, shall ye hear these words ? What will this be 
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else, but a neglecting, a despising, and mocking of 
the testament of Christ ? Wherefore rather than ye 
should so do, depart you hence, and give place to 
them that be godly disposed. But when you depart, 
I beseech you ponder with yourselves, from whom 
ye depart. Ye depart from the Lord's table, ye de- 
part from your brethren, and from the banquet of 
most heavenly food. These things if ye earnestly 
consider, ye shall, by God's grace, return to a better 
mind : for the obtaining whereof we shall make our 
humble petitions, whil^ we shall receive the holy 
Communion.

Dbarly beloved, forasmuch as our duty is to render 
to Almighty God. our Heavenly Father most hearty 
thanks, for that he hath given his Son our Saviour 
Jesus Christ, not only to die for us, but also to be 
our spiritual food and sustenance, as it is declared 
unto us, as well by Grod's word, as by the holy 
Sacrament of his blessed body and blood : the which 
being so comfortable a thing to them which receive 
it worthily, and so dangerous to them that will pre- 
sume to receive it unworthily : my duty is to exhort 
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you to consider the dignity of the holy mystery, and 
the great peril of the unworthy receiving thereof ; 
and so to search and examine your own consciences, 
as you should come holy and clean to a most godljr 
and heavenly feast, so that in no wise you come hut 
in the marriage-garment required of God in holy 
scripture, and so come and he received as worthy 
partakers of such a heavenly tahle. The way and 
means thereto is, first to examine your lives and 
conversation hy the rule of God's commandments ; 
and whereinsoever ye shall perceive yourselves to 
have offended, either by will, word, or deed, there (to) 
bewail your own sinful lives, and confess yourselves 
to Almighty God, with full purpose of amendment 
of life. And if ye shall perceive your offences to be 
such, as be not only against God, but also against 
your neighbours ; then ye shall reconcile yourselves 
unto them, ready to make restitution and satisfaction 
according to the uttermost of your powers for all 
injuries and wrongs done by you to any other, and 
likewise being ready to forgive other that have 
offended you, as you would have forgiveness of 
your offences at God's hand : for otherwise the re- 
ceiving of the holy Communion doth nothing else 
but increase your damnation. And because it i« 
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requisite that no man should come to the holy Com- 
munion, but with a full trust in God's mercy, and with 
a quiet conscience : therefore if there be any of you, 
which by the means aforesaid cannot quiet his own 
conscience, but requireth further comfort or counsel, 
then let him come to me, or some other discreet and 
learned Presbyter or Minister of God's word, and 
open his grief; that he may receive such ghostly 
counsel, advice, and comfort, as his conscience may 
be relieved, and that by the ministry of God's word 
he may receive comfort, and the benefit of absolu- 
tion, to the quieting of his conscience, and avoiding 
of all scruple and doubtfulness. 

^ TJien shall the Presbyter say this Exhortation. 

Dearly beloved in the Lord, ye that mind to come 
to the holy Communion of the body and blood of 
our Saviour Christ, must consider what St Paul 
writeth to the Corinthians : how he exhorteth all per- 
sons diligently to try and examine themselves, before 
they persume to eat of that bread, and drink of 
that cup. For as the benefit is great, if with a true 
penitent heart and lively faith we receive that holy 
Sacrament : (for then we spiritually eat the flesh of 
Christy and drink his blood ; then we dwell in 
Christ, and Christ in us ; we be one with Christ, 
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and Christ with us :) so is the danger great, if we 
receive the same unworthily. For then we be guilty 
of the body and blood of Christ our Saviour : we 
eat and drink our own damnation, not considering 
the Lord's body: we kindle God's wrath against 
us ; we provoke him to plague us with divers 
diseases, and sundry kinds of death. Therefore if 
any of you be a blasphemer of God, an hinderer or 
slanderer of his word, an adulterer, or be in malice, 
or envy, or in any other grievous crime, bewail 
your sins, and come not to this holy table : lest, after 
the taking of that holy Sacrament, the devil enter 
into you, as he entered into Judas, and fill you full 
of all iniquities, and bring you to destruction both 
of body and soul. Judge therefore yourselves, 
brethren, that ye be not judged of the Lord. 
Repent you truly for your sins past : have a lively 
and stedfast faith in Christ our Saviour: amend 
your lives, and be in perfect charity with all men : 
so shall ye be meet partakers of those holy mys- 
teries. And above all things, ye must give most 
humble and hearty thanks to God, the Father, the 
Son, and the Holy Ghost, for the redemption of the 
world by the death and passion of our Saviour 
Christ, both God and man : who did humble himself 
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even to the death upon the cross, for us miserable 
sinners, which lay in darkness and (the) shadow of 
death, that he might make us the children of Grod, 
and exalt us to everlasting life. And to the end that 
we should alwaj remember the exceeding great 
love of our Master and only Saviour Jesus Christ 
thus dying for us, and the innumerable benefits 
which by his precious blood-shedding he hath ob* 
tained to us ; he hath instituted and ordained holy 
mysteries, as pledges of his love, and (a) continual 
remembrance of his death, to our great and endless 
comfort.

^ And to take away the superstition which any person hath or 
might have in the Bread and Wine ; though it be lawful to have 
Wafer Bread, it shall suffice that the Bread be such a« is usual : 
yet the best and purest Wheat Bread that conveniently may be 
gotten. And if any of the Bread and Wine remain, which is 
consecrated^ it shall be reverently eaten and drunk by such of 
the Comimunicants only, as the Presbyter which celebrates shall 
take unto him ; but it shall not be carried out of the Church, 
And to the end there may be little left, he that officiates is re- 
quired to consecrate with the least; and then, if there be want, 
the words of consecration may be repeated again, over more, 
either Bread or Wine ; the Presbyter beginning at these words 
in the Prayer of Consecration, (Our Saviour, in the night that 
he was betrayed, took, &c.)

rites, according to the order in this hook appointed. 



H THE MINISTRATION OF BAPTISM, 

To be used in the Church. 

It appeareth, by ancient tvriters, that the Sacrament of Baptism 
in the old time was not commonly ministered, but at two times in 
the year, at Easter and Whitsuntide : at which times it weu 
openly ministered in the presence of all the congregation. Which 
custom now being groum out of use ^ (although it cannot, for many 
considerations, he well restored again,) it is thought good to follow 
the same, as near as conveniently may be. Wherefore the people 
are to be admonished that it is most convenient that Baptism 
should not he ministered but upon Sundays and other Holy-days, 
when the most number of people may come together ; <w well for 
that the congregation there present may testify tlie receiving of 
them that he newly baptized into the number of Christ's Church, 
as also because in the Baptism of It^ants every man present may 
be put in remembrance of his own profession made to God in his 
Baptism, For which cause also it is expedient that Baptism be 
ministered in the English tongue. Nevertheless, (if necessity so 
require f) Children may at all times be baptized at home. 

When there are Children to be baptized upon the Sunday or 
Holy-day, the Parents sftall give knowledge over night, or in the 
morning, qfore the beginning of Morning Prayer, to tlhe Presbyter 
or Curate, And then the GoC^athers, Godmothers, and people, 
with the Children, must be ready at the Font, either immediately

<ifttr the last Leison at Morning Prayer^ or else immediately 
after the last Lesson at Evening Prayer^ as the Presbyter or 
Curate by his discretion shall appoint. And then standing there^ 
the Presbyter shall ask whether the children be baptized or no. 
If they answer, No, then shall the Presbyter say thus : 

Dearly beloved, forasmuch as all men be conceived 
and born in sin, and that our Saviour Christ saith, 
!None can enter into the kingdom of God, except he 
be regenerate and born anew of water and of the 
Holy Ghost : I beseech you to call upon God the 
Father, through our Lord Jesus Christ, that of his 
bounteous mercy he will grant to these children 
that thing which by nature they cannot have ; that 
they may be baptized with water and the Holy 
Ghost, and received into Christ's holy Church, and 
be made lively members of the same. 

^ Then shall the Presbyter say. 

Let us pray. 

Almighty and everlasting God, which of thy great 
mercy didst save Noah and his family in the ark 
from perishing by water, and also didst safely lead 
the children of Israel thy people through the Red 
Sea, figuring thereby thy holy Baptism ; and by the 
Baptism of thy well-beloved Son Jesus Christ, didst 
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sanctify the flood Jordan, and all other waters, to 
the mystical washing away of sin : [Sanctify this

Almighty and immortal God, the aid of all that 
need, the helper of all that flee to thee for succour, 
the life of them that believe, and the resurrection of 
the dead : We call upon thee for these Infants, that 
they, coming to thy holy Baptism, may receive 
remission of their sins by spiritual regeneration. 
Receive them, O Lord, as thou hast promised by 
thy well-beloved Son, saying, Ask, and you shall

^ Hear the Words of the Gospel written by St. 
Mark in the tenth Chapter, {ver, 1 3 — 16.) 

At a certain time they brought, &c. 

\ After the Gospel is ready the Presbyter or Minister shall make 
this brief Exhortation upon the words oftfie Gospel. 

Friends, you hear in this Gospel the words of our 
Saviour Christ, that he commanded the children to 
be brought unto him ; how he blamed those that 
would have kept them from him : how he exhorted 
all men to follow their innocency. You perceive 
how by his outward gesture and deed he declared 
his good will toward them. For he embraced them 
in his arms, he laid his hands upon them, and 
blessed them. Doubt ye not therefore, but sted- 
fastly believe, that he will likewise favourably 
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receive these present Infants ; that he will embrace 
them with the arms of his mercy, that he will give 
unto them the blessing of eternal life, and make 
them partakers of his everlasting Kingdom. Where* 
fore, we being thus persuaded of the good will of 
our heavenly Father towards these Ihfants, declared 
by his Son Jesus Christ, and nothing doubting but 
that he favourably alloweth this charitable work of 
ours, in bringing these Children to his holy Baptism ; 
let us faithfully and devoutly give thanks unto him, 
and say, 

Almighty and everlasting God, heavenly Father, 
we give thee humble thanks, that thou hast vouch- 
safed to call us to the knowledge of thy grace, and 
faith in thee. Increase this knowledge, and confirm 
this faith in us evermore. Give thy Holy Spirit to 
these Infants, that they may be born again, and be 
made heirs of everlasting salvation, through our 
Lord Jesus Christ ; who liveth and reigneth, with 
thee and the Holy Spirit, now and for ever.

Answer, I forsake them all. 

Presbyter, Dost thou believe in God the Father 
Almighty, Maker of heaven and earth ? And in 
Jesus Christ, his only-begotten Son our Lord ? 
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And that he was conceived by the Holy Ghost, born 
of the Virgin Mary ; that he suffered under Pontius 
Pilate, was crucified, dead, and buried i that he went 
down into hell, and also did rise again the third 
day ; that he ascended into heaven, and sitteth at 
the right hand of God the Father Almighty ; and 
from thence he shall come again at the end of the 
world to judge the quick and the dead ?

Wjk receive this Child into the Church of Christ, 
and do sign him with the sign of the cross, in token 
that hereafter he shall not be ashamed to confess 
the faith of Christ crucified, and stoutly to resist 
sin, the world, and the devil, and to continue 
Christ's faithful soldier and servant unto his life's 
end. Amen. 

^ Then shall the Presbyter say, 

Seeing now, dearly beloved brethren, that these 
Children be regenerate, and grafted into the body 
of Christ's Church, let us give thanks unto Grod 
for these benefits, and with one accord make our 
prayers unto Almighty God, that they may lead the 
rest of their life according to this beginning. 

^ Then shall he said, 

Our Father which art in heaven, &c. Amen. 
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*[f Then shall the Presbyter say^ 

We yield thee heartj thanks, most merciful Father, 
that it hath pleased thee to regenerate this Infant 
with thy Holy Spirit, to receive him for thine own 
child by adoption, and to incorporate him into 
thy holy Church.

^ At the last end, the Presbyter, calling the Godfathers and 
Godmothers together, shall say this ExJwrtation following. 

Forasmuch as these children have promised by you 
to forsake the devil and all his works, to believe in 
God, and to serve him : you must remember that it 
is your parts and duties to see that these infants be 
.taught, so soon as they shall be able to learn, what 
a solemn vow, promise, and profession they have 
made by you. And that they may know these 
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things the better, je shall call upon them to hear 
sermons: and chiefly you shall provide that they 
may learn the Creed, the Lord's Prayer, and the Ten 
Commandments in the English tongue, and all other 
things which a Christian man ought to know and 
believe to his soul's health : and that these children 
may be virtuously brought up, to lead a godly and 
a Christian life ; remembering always that Baptism 
doth represent unto us our profession, which is, to 
follow the example of our Saviour Christ, and to be 
made like unto him : that as he died and rose again 
for us, so should we which are baptized, die from sin, 
and rise again unto righteousness, continually mor- 
tifying all our evil and corrupt affections, and daily 
proceeding in all virtue and godliness of living. 

% The Presbyter or Minister shall command, that the Children be 
brought to the Bishop, to be confirmed of him, so soon as they 
can say, in their vulgar tongue, the Articles of the Faith, the 
Lord^s Prayer, and the Ten Commandments, and be further 
instructed in the Catechism, which is set forth in this book for 
that purpose, according as it is there expressed. 
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PRIVATE BAPTISM 

Of them that are to he Baptized in Private Houses, in time 
of necessity, hy tlie Presbyter or Minister of the Parish, 
or any other lawful Presbyter or Minister that can be 
procured. 

The Pastors and Curates •shall often admonish the people f that 
they defer not the Baptism of Infants any longer than the Sun- 
day, or other Holy-day, next after the Child be born, unless 
upon a great and reasonable cause declared to the Curate, and 
by him approved. 

And also they shall warn them, that without great cause and 

necessity they procure not &eir children to he hxptived at 

home in their houses, And when great need shall compel 

them so to do, then Baptism shall be administered on this 

fashion. 

First, let the lawful Presbyter or Minister ^ and them that be pre- 
sent, call upon God for his grace, and say the Lor^s Prayer, 
if time will suffer. And then, the Child being named by some 
one that is present, the said lawful Presbyter or Minister shall 
dip it in water, «r pour water upon it, saying these words : 

N. I BAPTIZE thee in the name of the Father, and 
of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. Amen. 

f And let them not doubt, but that the Child so baptized is 
lawfully and sufficiently baptized, «nd oiuight not to be baptized 

N 
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again. But yet, nevertheless, \f the Child which is after this 
sort baptized, do afterwards live, it is expedient that it be 
brought into the Church : to the intent that \f.the Presbyter or 
Minister of the same Parish did himse^ baptize that Child, 
the Congregation may be certified of the true form of Baptism 
by him privately before used; or if the Child were baptized 
by any other laurful Presbyter or Minister, that then the 
Presbyter of the Parish, where the Child was born or christ- 
ened, shall examine and try whether the Child be lawfully 
baptized or no : in which case, (/* those that bring any Child 
to the Church, do answer that the same Child is already 
baptized, then shall the Presbyter or Minister examine them 
further, saying: 

By whom was the child baptized ? 

Who was present when the child was baptized ? 

And because some things essential to this Sacra- 
ment maj happen to be omitted through fear or 
haste in such times of extremity, therefore I 
demand further of jou, 

With what matter was the child baptized ? 

With what words was the child baptized ? 

Whether think you the child to be lawfully and 
perfectly baptized ? 

% And if the Presbyter or Minister shall find by the answers 
of such as bring the Child, that aU things were done as they 
ought to be ; then shall not he christen the Child again, but 
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9kaU receive him as one ixf the fiock of the true Christian 
people, saying thus : 

I Cebtift you, that in this case all is well done, 
and according unto due order, concerning the 
baptizing of this Child : which, being born in ori- 
ginal sin, and in the wrath of God, is now by the 
laver of regeneration in Baptism received into the 
number of the children of God, and heirs of ever- 
lasting life. For our Lord Jesus Christ doth not 
deny his grace and mercy unto such infants, but 
most lovingly doth call them unto him, as the holy 
Gospel doth witness to our comfort on this wise. 

Mark X. 13—16. 
At a certain time they brought^ &c. 

^ 4fter the Gospel is read, the Presbyter or Minister shall 
make this Exhortation upon the words of the GospeL 

Friends, you hear in this Gospel the words of our 
Saviour Christ : that he commanded the children to 
be brought unto him ; how he blamed those that 
would have kept them from him ; how he exhorted 
all men to follow their innocency. Ye perceive 
how by his outward gesture and deed he declared 
his good-will toward them : for he embraced them in 
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his arms, he laid his hands upon them, and blessed 
them. Doubt ye not therefore, but stedfastlj be- 
lieve, that he hath likewise favourably received this 
present Infant : that he hath embraced him with the 
arms of his mercy ; that he hath given unto him the 
blessing of eternal life, and made him partaker of 
his everlasting kingdom. Wherefore we, being thus 
persuaded of the good-will of our heavenly Father, 
declared by his Son Jesus Christ, toward this Infant, 
let us faithfully and devoutly give thanks unto him, 
and say the prayer which the Lord himself taught ; 
and in declaration of our faith, let us recite the 
Articles contained in our Creed. 

^ Here the Presbyier or Minister, with the Gottfathers and 

Godmothers, shall say, 

% Our Father which art in heaven, &c. • Amen. 

^ Then shall the Presbyter demand the name of the Child, 
which being by the Gotfathers and Godmothers pronounced, 
the Minister skaU say, 

Dost thou, in the name of this Child, forsake the 
devil and all his works, the vain pomp and glory 
of the world, with all the covetous desires of the 
same, (and) the carnal desires of the flesh, so that 
thou wilt not follow nor be led by them ? 
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Answer. I forsake them all. 

Presbyter. Dost thou, in the name of this Child, 
profess this faith: to believe in God, the Father 
Almighty, Maker of heaven and earth ? And in 
Jesus Christ, his only-begotten Son our Lord ? And 
that he was conceived by the Holy Ghost, bom of 
the Virgin Mary ; that he suffered under Pontius 
Pilate, was crucified, dead and buried ; that he went 
down into hell, and also did rise again the third 
day ; that he ascended into heaven, and sitteth at 
the right hand of God the Father Almighty ; and 
from thence he shall come again at the end of the 
world to judge the quick and the dead ? And do 
you, in his name, believe in the Holy Ghost, the 
holy Catholic Church, the Communion of Saints, 
the Bemission of Sins, the Resurrection of the 
Body, and everlasting Life after death ? 

Answer. All this I stedfastly believe. 

% Let us pray. 

Almighty and everlasting God, heavenly Father, 
we give thee humble thanks for that thou hast 
vouchsafed to call us to the knowledge of thy 
grace and faith in thee. Increase this knowledge, 
and confirm this faith in us evermore. Give thy 
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Holy Spirit to this Infant, that he, being bom 
again, and being made heir of everlasting salvation 
through our Lord Jesus Christ, may continue thy 
servant, and attain thy promise, through, the same 
our Lord Jesus Christ thy Son; who liveth and 
reigneth with thee, in the unity of the same Holy 
Spirit, everlastingly. Amen. 

^ Then shall the Presbyter or Minister make this Exhortation 
to the Godfathers and Godmothers. 

Forasmuch as this Child hath promised by you 
to forsake the devil and all his works, to believe 
in God and to serve him ; you must remember that 
it is your part and duty to see that this Infant be 
taught, so soon as he shall be able to learn, what a 
.solemn vow, promise, and profession, he hath made 
by you. And that he may know these things the 
better, ye shall call upon him to hear Sermons ; and 
chiefly ye shall provide that he may learn the 
Creed, the Lord's Prayer, and the Ten Command- 
ments, in the English tongue, and all other things 
which a Christian man ought to know and believe 
to his soul's health : and that this Child may be 
virtuously brought up, to lead a godly and a Chris- 
tian life ; remembering alway that Baptism doth 
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represent unto us our profession, which is to follow 
the example of our Saviour Christ, and be made 
like unto him : that as he died and rose again for us, 
so should we, which are baptized, die from sin, and 
rise again unto righteousness, continually mortify- 
ing all our evil and corrupt affections, and daily 
proceeding in all virtue and godliness of living. 
(And soforthy as in Public Baptism.) 

^ But if they which bring the Ii^antt to the Church, do make such 
uncertain answers to the Presbyter's questions, as that it can- 
not appear that the Child was baptized with water, in the 
Name of the Father, and of the Son, and qf the Holy Ghost, 
(which are essential parts of Baptism ;) then let the Presbyter 
baptize it in form above written concerning Public Baptism, 
saving that, at the dipping of the Child in the Font, he shall use 
this form of words : 

If thou be not already baptized, N. I baptize thee 
in the name of the Father, and of the Son, and of 
the Holy Ghost. Amen* 
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% THE ORDER OF CONFIRMATION, 

Or Laying on of Hands upon Children Baptized, and able to 
render an account of their Faith, according to the Catechism 
following. 

To the end that Confirmation may h« ministered <• the more edify^ 
ing of such as shall receive it, (according to St. PauFs doctrine , 
who teacheth that all things should he dome in the Church to the 
edification of the same^) it is thought good that none hereafter 
shall be confirmed, hut such as can say in their mother tongue 
the AHieles of the Faith, the Lord's Prayer, and the Ten 
Commandments; andean also answer to such questions of this 
short Catechism as the Bis/iop for such «u he shall appoint) 
' shall hy his discretion, appose them in. And this order is most 
convenient to he observed for dieers considerations. 

First, because that when Children come to the years ^f discretion, 
and have learned what their Goctfathers and Godmothers pro- 
mised for them in Baptism, they may then themselves, with their 
own mouth, and with their own consent, openly before the 
Church, ratify and confirm the same ; and also promise that, fty 
the grace of God, they will evermore endeavour themselves 
faithfully to observe and keep stich things as they by their own 
mouth and confession have assented unto. 

Secondly, forasmuch as Confirmation is ministered to them that be 
baptized, that by imposition of hands and prayer they may 
receive strength and defence against all temptations to sin, and 
the assaults of the world and the devil ; it is most meet to be 
ministered when Children come to that age, that partly by the 
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frailty of their own fieshy partly by the assaults of the world and 
the devilf they begin to be in danger to fall into sundry kinds 
of sin. 

Thirdly, for that it is agreeable with the usage of the Church in 
times past : whereby it was ordained that Confirmation should be 
ministered to them that were of perfect age ; that they, being 
instructed in Chrisfs religion, should openly profess their own 
faith, and promise to be obedient unto the wiU of God. 

And that no man shall tJdnk that any detriment shall come to 
Children by deferring of their Confirmation, he sJiall know for 
truth that it is certain, by God's word, that Children, being 
baptized, have all things necessary for their salvation, and be 
undoubtedly saved. 



^ A CATECHISM: 
« 

That is to say, an Instruction to be learned of every Child 

before he be brought to be Confirmed by the Bishop ; and to 
be used throughout the whole Church of Scotland. 

Quest. What is your name ? 

Answ. N. or M. 

Quest Who gave 70a this name ? 

Answ, My Godfathers and Godmothers in my 
Baptism ; wherein I was made a member of Christ, 
the child of God, and an inheritor of the kingdom 
of heaven. 
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Quest, What did your Godfathers and God- 
mothers then for you ? 

Answ. They did promise and vow three things in 
my name : First, that I should forsake the devil 
and all his works, the pomps and vanities of the 
wicked world, and all the sinful lusts of the flesh. 
Secondly, that I should believe all the Articles of 
the Christian Faith. And thirdly, that I should 
keep God's holy will and commandments, and walk 
in the same all the days of my life. 

Quest. Dost thou not think that thou art bound 
to believe and to do as they have promised for 
thee ? 

Answ, Yes, verily ; and by God's help so I will. 
And I heartily thank our heavenly Father, that he 
hath called me to this state of salvation, through 
Jesus Christ our Saviour : and I pray God to give 
me his grace, that I may continue in the same unto 
my life's end. 

Quest, Rehearse the Articles of thy belief. 

Answ, I BELIEVE in God the Father Almighty, 
Maker of heaven and earth. And in Jesus Christ, 
his only Son our Lord, which was conceived by the 
Holy Ghost, born of the Virgin Mary, suffered 
under Pontius Pilate, was crucified, dead, and 
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buried : he descended into hell. The third day he 
rose again from the dead, he ascended into heaven, 
and sitteth at the right hand of God the Father 
Almighty : from thence he shall come to judge the 
quick and the dead. I believe in the Holy Ghost ; 
the holy Catholic Church, the Communion of Saints, 
the Forgiveness of sins, the Resurrection of the 
body, and the Life everlasting. Amen. 

Quest. What dost thou chiefly learn in these 
Articles of thy Belief ? 

Answ. First, I learn to believe in God the Father, 
who hath made me and all the world : 

Secondly, in God the Son, who hath redeemed 
me and all mankind : 

Thirdly, in God the Holy Ghost, 'who sanctifieth 
me, and all the elect people of God. 

Quest You said that your Godfathers and God- 
mothers did promise for you, that you should keep 
God's Commandments. Tell me how many there be? 

Answ. Ten. 

QuesL Which be they ? 

Answ. The same which God spake in the twentieth 
chapter of Exodus, saying, I am the Lord thy God, 
which have brought thee out of the land of Egypt, 
out of the house of bondage^ 
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I. Thou shalt have none other gods but me. 

II. Thou shalt not make unto thee any graven 
image^ or any likeness of any thing that is in 
heaven above, or that is in the earth beneath, or 
that is in the water under the earth. Thou shalt 
not bow down thyself to them, nor serve them : for 
I the Lord thy God am a jealous God, visiting the 
iniquity of the fathers upon the children unto the 
third and fourth generation of them that hate me ; 
and shewing mercy unto thousands of them that 
love me, and keep my Commandments. 

III. Thou shalt not take the Name of the Lord 
thy God in vain : for the Lord will not hold him 
guiltless, that taketh his Name in vain. 

IV. Remember the Sabbath-day, to keep it holy. 
Six days shalt thou labour, and do all thy work : but 
the seventli day is the Sabbath of the Lord thy God. 
In it thou shalt not do any work, thou, nor thy son, 
nor thy daughter, thy man-servant, nor thy maid- 
servant, nor thy cattle, nor thy stranger that t^ 
within thy gates. For in six days the Lord made 
heaven and earth, the sea, and all that in them isy 
and rested the seventh day : wherefore the Lord 
blessed the Sabbath-day, and hallowed it. 

V. Honour thy father and thy mother ; that thy 
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days may be long upon the land, which the Lord 
thy Grod giveth thee. 

VI. Thou Shalt not kiU. 

VIL Thou shalt not commit adultery. 

Vin. Tliou shalt not steal. 

IX. Thou shalt not bear false witness against thy 
neighbour. 

X. Thou shalt not covet thy neighbour's house, 
thou shalt not covet thy neighbour's wife, nor his 
man-servant, nor his maid-servant, nor his ox, nor 
his ass, nor any thing that is thy neighbour's. 

Qtiest What dost thou chiefly learn by these 
Commandments ? 

Answ. I learn two things : my duty towards 
God, and niy duty towards my neighbour. 

Quest What is thy duty towards Grod ? 

Answ, My duty towards God, is to believe in 
him, to fear him, and to love him with all my heart, 
with all my mind, with all my soul, and with all my 
strength ; to worship him, to give him thanks, to 
put my whole trust in him, to call upon him, to 
honour his holy name and his word, and to serve 
him truly all the days of my life. 

Quest What is thy duty towards thy neighbour ? 

Answ. My duty towards my neighbour, is to love 
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him as myself, and to do to all men as I would they 
should do unto me : to love, honour, and succour 
my father and mother: to honour and obey the 
King and his ministers : to submit myself to all 
my governors, teachers, spiritual pastors, and 
masters : to order myself lowly and reverently to 
all my betters : to hurt nobody by word nor deed : 
to be true and just in all my dealing : to bear no 
malice nor hatred in my heart : to keep my hands 
from picking and stealing, and my tongue from evil- 
speaking, lying, and slandering : to keep my body 
in temperance, soberness, and chastity : not to 
covet nor desire other men's goods ; but to learn and 
labour truly to get mine own living, and to do my 
duty in that state of life, unto the which it ^hall 
please God to call me. 

Quest. My good child, know this, that thou art 
not able to do these things of thyself, nor to walk in 
the Commandments of God, and to serve him, with- 
out his special grace ; which thou must learn at all 
times to call for by diligent prayer. Let me hear 
therefore if thou canst say the Lord's Prayer. 

Answ. Our Father, &c. Amen. 

Quest What desirest thou of God in this 
Prayer ? 
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Answ. I desire my Lord God, our heavenly 
Father, who is the Giver of all goodness, to send 
his grace unto me, and to all people ; that we may 
worship him, serve him, and obey him as we ought 
to do. And I pray unto God that he will send us 
all things that be needful both for our souls and 
bodies : and that he will be merciful unto us, and 
forgive us our sins : and that it will please him to 
save and defend us in all dangers, ghostly and 
bodily : and that he will keep us from all sin and 
wickedness, and from our ghostly enemy, and from 
everlasting death. And this I trust he will do of 
his mercy and goodness, through our Lord Jesus 
Christ. And therefore I say Amen, So be it. 

Quest How many Sacraments hath Christ 
ordained in his Church ? 

Answ, Two only, as generally necessary to salva- 
tion : that is to say. Baptism, and the Supper of 
the Lord. 

Quest What meanest thou by this word, Sacra^ 
ment? 

Answ. I mean an outward and visible sign of an 
inward and spiritual grace, given unto us, ordained 
by Christ himself, as a means whereby we receive 
the same, and a pledge to assure us thi;reof. 
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Qtiest How many parts be there in a Sacrament ? 

Ansiv, Two : the outward visible sign, and the 
inward ^iritual grace. 

Quest What is the outward visible sign, or form, 
in Baptism ? 

Answ, Water : wherein the person baptized is 
dipped, or sprinkled with it, in the Name of the 
Father^ and oftii/e Son, and of the Hofy Ghost 

Quest. What is the inward and spiritual grace ? 

Ansu). A death unto sin, and a new birth unto 
righteousness : for being by nature born in sin, and 
the children of wrath, we are hereby made the 
children of grace. 

Quest. What is required of persons to be bap- 
tized ? 

Answ. Repentance, whereby they forsake sin; 
and faith, whereby they stedfastly believe the pro- 
mises of God made to them in that Sacrament 

Quest. Why then are infants baptized, when, by 
reason of their tender age, they cannot perform 
them ? 

Afisw. Yes : they do perform them by their 
sureties, who promise and vow them both, in their 
names : which, when they come to age, themselves 
are bound to perform.

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Qtiest. Why was the Sacrament of the Lord'a 
Sapper ordained ? 

Answ. For the continual remembrance of the 
sacrifice of the death of Christ, and the benefits 
which we receive thereby. 

Quest What is the outward part, or sign of the 
Lord's Supper ? 

Answ. Bread and wine, which the Lord hath 

commanded to be received. 

Quest What is the inward part, or thing 
signified ? 

Atisw, The body and blood of Christ, which are 
verily and indeed taken and received of the faithful 
in the Lord's Supper. 

Quest What are the benefits, whereof we are 
partakers thereby ? 

Answ, The strengthening and refreshing of our 
souls by the body and blood of Christ, as our bodies 
are by the bread and wine. 

Quest. What is required of them which come to 
the Lord's Supper ? 

Answ, To examine themselves whether they 
repent them truly of their former sins, stedfastly 
purposing to lead a new life ; have a lively faith in 
Grod's mercy through Christ, with a thankful 

o 
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remembrance of his death ; and be in charity with 
all mei\. 

% So soon <u the Children can say in their mother tongue the 
Articles of the Faiths the Lord^s Prayer, the Ten Command- 
mentSf and also can answer to such questions qf this short 
Catechism, as the Bishop (or such as he shall appoint) shall by 
his discretion appose them in ; then shall they be brought to 
the Bishop by one that shall be his Godfather or Qodmother, 
that every child may have a witness of his confirmeUion, And 
the Bishop shall cof\firm them on this wise*

% The Bishop shaU say, 

OuB help is in the Name of the Lord : 

Answer. Which hath made heaven and earth. 
Bishop. Blessed be the name of the Lord : 
Answer. Henceforth world without end. 
Bishop. Lord, hear our prayers : 
Answer. And let our cry come unto thee. 

% Let us pray. 

Almighty and everliving Grod, who hast vouchsafed 
to regenerate these thy servants by water and the 
Holy Ghost, and hast given unto them forgiveness 
of all their sins : Strengthen them, we beseech thee. 
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O Lord, with the Holy Ghost the Comforter, and 
daily increase in them thy manifold sif^ of grace, 
the Spirit of ^sdom ^lund^t^i^, the SpiiTt 
of counsel and ghostly strength, the Spirit of know- 
ledge and true godliness, and fulfil them, O Lord, 
with the Spirit of thy holy fear. Amen. 

^ Then the Bishop ihaU lay hie hand upon every Child 

severally, saying, 

Defend, O Lord, this child with thy heavenly grace, 
that he may continue thine fcN* ever, and daily 
increase in thy Holy Spirit more and more, until he 
come unto thy everlasting kingdom.

^ Then shaU the Bishop say, 

% Let us pray. 

Almighty and everliving God, which makest us 
both to will and to do those things that be good and 
acceptable unto thy Majesty : We make our humble 
supplications unto thee for these children, upon 
whom (after the example of the holy Apostles) we 
have laid our hands, to certify them by this sign of 
thy favour and gracious goodness toward them. 
Let thy fatherly hand, we beseech thee, ever be over 
them : let thy Holy Spirit ever be with them : and 
so lead them in the knowledge and obedience of thy 
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word, that in the end they may obtain the everlast- 
ing life, through our Lord Jesus Christ ; who, with 
thee and the Holy Ghost, liyeth and reigneth, one 
God, world without end.

^ Then the Bishop shall bless the Children, saying thus :

% The Presbyter or Curate of every Parish, or some other at his 
appointmentf shall diligently , upon Sundays and Holy-days, 
half an hour before Even'Songf openly in the Church instruci 
and examine so many Children of his Parish sent unto him, as 
the time will serve, and as he shall think convenient, in some 
part of this Catechism. 

^ And all Fathers, Mothers, Masters, and Mistresses, shall cause 
their Children, Servants, and Prentices, (which have not 
learned their Catechism,) to come to the Church at the time 
appointed^ and obediently to hear, and be ordered by the Pres~ 
byter or Curate, until such time as they have learned all that is 
here appointed for them to team. And whensoever the Bishop 
shall give knowledge for Children to be brought before him to 
any convenient place for their Cor^rmatum, then shaU the 
Presbyter or Curate of every Parish either bring or send in 
writing the names of all those Children of his Parish which can 
say the Articles of the Faith, the Lord's Prayer, and the Ten 
Commandments ; and also how many of them can answer to the 
other questions contained in tltis Catechism, 
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% And there shall none be admitted to the holy Communion until 
such time as he can say the Catechism, and he confirmed* 



t THE FORM OF SOLEMNIZATION OF 

MATRIMONY. 

First, the Banns must he asked three several Sundays or Holy- 
days, in the time of service, the people being present after the 
accustomed manner. 

And if the persons that should be married dwell in divers Parishes, 
the Banns must be asked in both Parishes ; and the Presbyter 
or Curate of the one Parish shall not solemnize Matrimony 
betwixt them, without a cert\ficate of the Banns being thrice 
asked from the Presbyter or Curate of the other Parish. 

At the day appointed for. Solemnization cf Matrimony, the persons 
to be married shall come into the body of the Church with their 
friends and neighbours, and there the Presbyter shall say thus : 

Dearly beloved friends^ we are gathered together 
here in the sight of Grod, and in the face of his 
Churchy to join together this man and this woman 
in holy Matrimony : which is an honourable estate, 
instituted of God in Paradise, in the time of man's 
innocency, signifying unto us the mystical union 
that is betwixt Christ and his Church : which holy 
estate Christ adorned and beautified with his pre- 
sence, and first miracle that he wrought in Cana 
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of Galilee; and is commended of St. Paul to be 
honourable among all men : and therefore is not to 
be enterprised nor taken in hand unadvisedly, 
lightly, or wantonly, to satisfy men's carnal lusts 
and appetites, like brute beasts that have no under- 
standing, but reverently, discreetly, advisedly, 
soberly, and in the fear of God : duly considering 
the causes for which Matrimony was ordained. 
One was the procreation of children, to be brought 
up in the fear and nurture of the Lord, and praise 
of God. Secondly, it was ordained for a remedy 
against sin, and to avoid fornication, that such per- 
sons as have not the gift of continency, might marry, 
and keep themselves undefiled members of Christ's 
body. Thirdly,' for the mutual society, help, and 
comfort that the one ought to have of the other, 
both in prosperity and adversity. Into the which 
holy estate these two persons present come now to 
be joined. Therefore if any man can shew any 
just cause, why they may not lawfully be joined 
together, let him now speak, or else hereafter for 
ever hold his peace. 

^ Jnd also speaking to the persons that shall he married, he 

shall say, 

I EBQums and charge you (as you will answer at 
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the dreadful day of judgment, when the secrets of 
all hearts shall be disclosed,) that if either of you 
do know any impediment why you may not be law- 
fully joined together in Matrimony, (that) ye confess 
it. For be ye well assured, that so many as be 
coupled together otherwise than Grod's word doth 
allow, are not joined together by God, neither is 
their matrimony lawful. 

^ At which day of marriage, if any man do allege and declare 
any impediment why they may not be coupled together in 
Matrimony by Ood*s law, or the laws of this realm, and will be 
bound, and sufficient sureties with him, to the parties, or else put 
in a caution to the full value of such charges as the persons to 
be married do sustain, to prove his allegation ; then the Solemni- 
zaiion must be deferred unto such time €ls the truth be tried. 
If no impediment be alleged, then shall the Presbyter or Curate 
say unto the man, 

N. Wilt thou have this woman to thy wedded 
wife, to live together after God's ordinance in the 
holy estate of Matrimony? Wilt thou love her, 
comfort her, honour and keep her, in sickness and 
in health ; and, forsaking all other, keep thee only 
unto her, so long as you both shall live ? 

^ The man shall answer, 

I wiU. 
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% Tlun shall the Presbyter say unto the womaitf 

N. Wilt thou have this man to thy wedded hus- 
band, to live together after God's ordinance in the 
holy estate of Matrimony? Wilt thou obey him 
and serve him, love, honour, and keep him, ia 
sickness and in health ; and, forsaking all other, 
keep thee only unto him, as long as you both shall 
live? 

^ The woman shall answer, 

I wiU. 

^ Then shall the Presbyter or Minister say, 

Who giveth this woman to be married to this 

man ? 

^ And the Presbyter or Minister, receiving the woman at her 
father^ s or friend! s hands, shall cause the man to take the woman 
by the right hand, and so either to give their troth to other ; 
the man first saying, 

ly N. take thee N. to my wedded wife, to have and 
to hold, from this day forward, for better for worse, 
for richer for poorer, in sickness and in health, to 
love and to cherish, till death do us depart, according 
to God's holy ordinance : and thereto I plight thee 
my troth. 
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% Then thdU they loose their hands, and the woman, taking again 
the man by the right hand, shaU say,

unto the woman a Ring, laying the same upon the hook, with the 
accustomed duty to the Presbyter and Clerk, And the Pres^ 
byter, taking the Ring, shall deliver it unto the man, to put 
it upon the fourth finger of the woman^s left hand, And th6 
man, taught by the Presbyter, shall say. 

With this Ring I thee wed, with my body I thee 
worship, and with all my worldly goods I thee 
endow ; in the name of the Father, and of the Son, 
and of the Holy Ghost. Amen. 

^ Then the man leaving the Ring upon the fourth finger of the 
woman* s left hand, tlie Presbyter or Minister shall say, 

% Let us pray. 

O ETERNAL God, Creator and Preserver of all man- 
kind, Giver of all spiritual grace, the Author of 
everlasting life ; send thy blessing upon these thy 
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servants, this man and this woman, whom we bless 
in thy name : that as Isaac and Rebecca lived faith- 
fully together, so these persons may surely perform 
and keep the vow and covenant betwixt them made, 
(whereof this Ring given and received is a token 
and pledge ;) and may ever remain in perfect love 
and peace together, and live according to thy laws, 
through Jesus Christ our Lord.

% Then shall the Presbyter or Minister speak unto the people. 

Forasmuch as N. and N. have consented together 
in holy wedlock, and have witnessed the same before 
God and this company, and thereto have given and 
pledged their troth either to other, and have de- 
clared the same by giving and receiving of a Ring, 
and by joining of hands ; I pronounce that they be 
man and wife together, in the name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. Amen. 

^ And the Presbyter or Minister shall add this Blessing. 

GrOD the Father, God the Son, God the Holy Ghost^ 
bless, preserve, and keep you ; the Lord mercifully

is past child-hearing,

also live together so long in godly love and honesty, 
that they may see their children's children unto the 
third and fourth generation, unto thy praise and 
honour, through Jesus Christ our Lord.

O God, which by thy mighty power hast made all 
things of nought, which also (after other things set 
in order) didst appoint that out of man (created 
after thine own image and similitude) woman should 
take her beginning ; and knitting them together, 
didst teach that it should never be lawful to put 
asunder those whom thou by Matrimony hast made 
one: O God, which hast consecrated the state of 
Matrimony to such an excellent mystery, that in it is 
signified and represented the spiritual marriage and 
unity betwixt Christ and his Church : Look merci- 
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fully upon these thy servants ; that both this man 
may love his wife according to thy word, as Christ 
did love his spouse the Church, who gave himself 
for it, loving and cherishing it even as his own 
flesh ; and also that this woman may be loving and 
amiable to her husband as Rachel, wise as Rebecca, 
faithful and obedient as Sarah, and in all quietness, 
sobriety, and peace, be a follower of holy and godly 
matrons. O Lord, bless them both, and grant them 
to inherit thy everlasting kingdom, through Jesus 
Christ our Lord. Amen, 

^ Then shall the Presbyter say. 

Almighty God, which at the beginning did create 
oar first parents Adam and Eve, and did sanctify 
and join them together in marriage : Pour upon you 
the riches of his grace, sanctify and bless you, that 
ye may please him both in body and soul, and live 
together in holy love unto your lives' end. Anien. 

^ Then shall begin the Communion, And after the Gospel shall 
be said a Sermon, wherein ordinarily (so oft as there is any 
marriage) the office of a husband and w\fe s?uUl be declared, 
according to holy Scripture, Or {f there be no Sermon^ the 
Presbyter or Minister shall read this that folhweth. 
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All je wbicb be married, or which intend to take 
the holy estate of Matrimony upon you, hear what 
holy Scripture doth say as touching the duty of 
husbands towards their wives, and wives towards 
their husbands. 

Saint Paul, in his epistle to the Ephesians, the 'fifth 
chapter, doth give this commandment to all married 
men : Husbands, love your wives, even as Christ 
also loved the Church, and gave himself for it ; that 
he might sanctify and cleanse it with the washing of 
water, by the word ; that he might present it to him-* 
self a glorious church, not having spot or wrinkle, 
or any such thing : but that it should be holy and 
without blemish. So ought men to love their wives, 
as their own bodies. He that loveth his wife, loveth 
himself: for no man ever yet hated his own flesh ; 
but nourisheth and cherisheth it, even as the Lord 
the church : for we are members of his body, of his 
flesh, and of his bones. For this cause shall a man 
leave his father and mother, and shall be joined 
unto his wife; and they two shall be one flesh. 
This is a great mystery : but I speak concerning 
Christ and the church. Nevertheless, let every 
one of you in particular so love his vnfe even as 
himself. Ephes, v. 25. 
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Likewise the same Saint Paul, writing to the 
ColossianSy speaketh thus to all men that be mar- 
ried : Husbands, love your wires, and be not bitter 
against them. Cohss, iiL 19. 

Hear also what Saint Peter the Apostle of Christ, 
which was himself a married man, saith unto all men 
that are married : Ye husbands, dwell with your 
wives according to knowledge ; giving honour unto 
the wife as unto the weaker vessel, and as being 
heirs together of the grace of life, that your prayers 
be not hindered. 1 Pet iii. 7. 

Hitherto ye have heard the duty of the husband 
toward the wife. Now likewise, ye wives, hear and 
learn your duties towards your husbands, even as it 
is plainly set forth in holy Scripture. 

Saint Paul, in the aforenamed epistle to the 
Ephesians, teacheth you thus : Ye wives, submit 
yourselves unto your own husbands, as unto the 
Lord. For the husband is the head of the wife, 
even as Christ is the head of the church : and he is 
the saviour of the body. Therefore, as the church 
is subject unto Christ, so let the wives be to their 
own husbands in every thing. And again he saith. 
Let the wife reverence her husband. JSphes. v. 22. 
And, in his epistle to the Colossians, Saint Paul 
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giveth you this short lesson: Ye wives, submit 
yourselves unto your own husbands, as it is fit in 
the Lord. Coloss, iii. 18. 

Saint Peter also doth instruct you very godly, 
thus saying : Ye wives, be in subjection to your own 
husbands ; that if any obey not the word, they also 
may without the word be won by the conversation 
of the wives, while they behold your chaste con- 
versation coupled with fear. Whose adorning, let it 
not be that outward ctdormng^ of plaiting the hair, 
and of wearing of gold, or of putting on of apparel : 
but let it be the hidden man of the hearty in that 
which is not corruptible, even the ornament of a 
meek and quiet spirit, which is in the sight of God 
of great price. For after this manner, in the old 
time, the holy women also who trusted in God 
adorned themselves, being in subjection unto their 
own husbands: even as Sarah obeyed Abraham, 
calling him Lord ; whose daughters ye are, as long as 
ye do well, and are not afraid with any amazement. 
(1 Pet. iii. 1.) 

^ The new-married persons, the same day of their Marriage, 
must receive the holy Communion, 
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H THE ORDER FOR THE VISITATION OF 

THE SICK. 

The Presbyter, entering into the Sick person's house, shall say. 

Peace be to this house, and to all that dwell in it. 

^ When he cometh into the Sick man*s presence, he shall say,

% Our Father, which art in heaven, &c. And 

lead us not into temptation. 

Answer. But deliver us from evil; for thine is 

the kingdom, the power, and the glory, for ever and 

ever.

Presbyter. O Lord, save thy servant : 
Answer. Which putteth his trust in thee. 
Presbyter. Send him help from thy holy place : 
Answer. And evermore mightily defend him. 
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Presbyter. Let the enemy have none advantage 
of him : 

Answer, Nor the wicked approach to hurt him. 

Presbyter. Be unto him, O Lord, a strong tower ; 

Answer. From the face of his enemy. 

Presbyter* O Lord, hear our prayers : 

Answer. And let our cry come unto thee. 
Presbyter. O LoED, look down from heaven ; behold, 
visit, and relieve this thy servant. liook upon him 
with the eyes of thy mercy, give him comfort and 
sure confidence in thee, defend him from the danger 
of the enemy, and keep him in perpetual peace and 
safety, through Jesus Christ our Lord. Amen. 

Hear us. Almighty and most merciful God and 
Saviour: extend thy accustomed goodness to this 
thy servant, which is grieved with sickness ; visit 
him, O Lord, as thou didst visit Peter's wife's 
mother, and the captain's servant. So visit and 
restore to this sick person his former health, (if it 
be thy will ;) or else give him grace so to take thy 
visitation, that after this painful life ended, he may 
dwell with thee in life everlasting. Amen. 

^ Then shall the Presbyter or Minister exhort the Sick person 
after this form j or other like : 

Dearly beloved, know th^s, that Almighty God is 
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the Lordof life and death, and over all things to 
tliem pertaining, as youth, strength, health, age, 
weakness, and sickness. Wherefore, whatsoever your 
sickness is, know you certainly that it is God's visi- 
tation. And for what cause soever this sickness is 
sent unto you ; whether it be to try your patience 
for the example of other, and that your faith may 
be found in the day of the Lord, laudable, glorious^ 
and honourable, to the increase of glory and endless 
felicity ; or else it be sent unto you to correct and 
amend in you whatsoever doth offend the eyes of 
your heavenly Father ; know you certainly, that 
if you truly repent you of your sins, and bear your 
sickness patiently, trusting in God 's mercy, for his 
dear Son Jesus Christ's sake, and render unto him 
humble thanks for his fatherly visitation, submitting 
yourself wholly unto his will, it shall turn to your 
profit, and help you forward in the right way that 
leadeth unto everlasting life. 

^ If the person visited be very sick, then the Presbyter or Curate 
may end his exhortation in this place. 

Take, therefore, in good worth the chastisement of 
the Lord. For whom the Lord loveth, he chastisetb ; 
yea, as Saint Paul saith, he scourgeth every son 
which he receiveth. If ye endure chastisement, he 
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offereth himself unto you, as unto his own children. 
What son is he that the father chastiseth not ? If 
ye be not under correction, (whereof all true chil- 
dren are partakers,) then are ye bastards, and not 
children. Therefore, seeing that when our carnal 
fathers do correct us, we reverently obey them ; 
shall we not now much rather be obedient to our 
spiritual Father, and so live ? And they for a few 
days do chastise us after their own pleasure ; but he 
doth chastise us for our profit, to the intent he may 
make us partakers of his holiness. These words, 
good brother, are God's words, and written in holy 
Scripture for our comfort and instruction ; that we 
should patiently, and with thanksgiving, bear our 
heavenly Father's correction, whensoever by any 
manner of adversity it shall please his gracious 
goodness to visit us. And there should be no 
greater comfort to Christian persons, than to be 
made like unto Christ, by suffering patiently adver- 
sities, troubles, and sicknesses. For he himself went 
not up to joy, but first he suffered pain : he entered 
not into his glory, before he was crucified. So truly 
our way to eternal joy is to suffer here with Christ, 
and our door to enter into eternal life is gladly to 
die with Christ, that we may rise again from death, 
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and dwell with him in everlasting life. Now, there-, 
fore, taking your sickness, which is thus profitable 
for you, patiently, I exhort you in the name of God, 
to remember the profession which you made unto 
God in your baptism. And forasmuch as after this 
life there is account to be given unto the righteous 
Judge, of whom all must be judged without respect 
of persons ; I require you to examine yourself and 
your state, both toward God and man : so that, 
accusing and condemning yourself £ot your own 
faults, you may find mercy at our heavenly Fatber's 
hand, for Christ's sake, and not be accused and 
condemned in that fearful judgement. Therefore, I 
shall shortly rehearse the Articles of our Faith, that 
you may know whether you do believe as a Christian 
man should, or no. 

Here the Presbyter or Minister shall rehearse the Articles of 

the Faithj saying thus : 

Dost thou believe in God the Father Almighty ? 
(And soforthy as it is in Baptism, J 

^ Then shall the Presbyter or Minister examine whether he he 
in charity with all the world: exhorting him to forgive from 
the bottom of his heart all persons that have offended him ; 
and \f he have offended other ^ to ask them forgiveness ; mtd 
where he hath done ir^jury or wrong to any man, that he foak^ 
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Umeilds to the uttermost of his poviet. And if he have not 
afore disposed his goods, let him then make his will ; and also 
declare his debts, what he oweth, and what is owing unto him, 
for discharging of his conscience, and quietness of his executors. 
But men must be oft admonished that they set an order for 
their temporal goods and lands, when they be in health. 

^ These words before rehearsed, may be said before the Presbyter 
or Minister begin his prayer, as he shall see cause. 

^ The Presbyter or Minister may not forget nor omit to move 
the Sick person {and that most earnestly) to liberality towards 
the poor, 

^ Here shaU the Sick. person make a special confession, {f he feel 
his conscience troubled with any weighty matter* After which 
confession, the Presbyter shall absolve him after this sort : 

Our Lord Jesus Christ, who hath left power to his 
Church to absolve all. sinners which truly repent 
and believe in him, of his great mercy forgive thee 
thine offences : and by his authority committed to 
me, I absolve thee from all thy sins, in the Name 
of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost. Amen. 

^ And then the Presbyter shall say this Collect following, 

If Let US pray. 

O Most merciful God, which, according to the 
multitude of thy mercies, dost so put away the 
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sins of those which truly repent, that thou remem- 
berest them no more : Open thine eye of mercy upon 
this thy servant, who most earnestly desireth par- 
don and forgiveness. Benew in him^ most loving 
Father, whatsoever hath been decayed by the fraud 
and malice of the devil, or by his own carnal will 
and frailness. Preserve and continue this sick mem- 
ber in the unity of the Church : consider his contri- 
tion, accept his tears, assuage his pain, as shall be 
seen to thee most expedient for him. And foras- 
much as he putteth his full trust only in thy mercy, 
impute not unto him his former sins ; but when the 
hour of his dissolution is come, take him unto thy 
favour, through the merits of thy most dearly- 
beloved Son Jesus Christ. Amen. 

% Then shali the Presbyter or Minister say this Psalm. 
In tCy Dornine^ speravi, Psal. Ixxi.

II THE COMMUNION OF THE SICK. 

Forasmuch as all mortal men be subject to many sudden perils f 
diseases, and sicknesses, and ever uncertain what time they 
shall depart out of this life ; therefore, to the intent they may 
he always in a readiness to die whensoever it shall please Al- 
mighty God to call them, the Presbyters or Curates shall 
diligently from time to time, but specially in the plague-time, 
exhort their parishioners to the oft receiving {in the Church) of 
the holy CommwUonofthe body and blood of our Saviour Christ : 
which if they do, they shall have no cause in their sudden visi- 
tation to be unquiet for lack of the same. But if the Sick person 
be not able to come to the Church, and yet is desirous to receive 
the Communion in his house ; then he must give knowledge over 
night, or else early in the morning, to the Presbyter or Cut ate, 
signifying also how many be appointed to communicate with 
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him. And having a convement place in the Sick man's heusm, 
where the Presbyter or Curate may reverently minister, and a 
sufficient number {at lecut two or three) to receive the Com- 
munion with the Sick person, with all things necessary for the 
same, he shall there minister the holy Communion, 

The Collect 

Almighty, everliving God^ Maker of mankind, 
which dost correct those whom thou dost love, and 
chastisest every one whom thou dost receive : We 
beseech thee to have mercy upon this thy servant, 
visited with thine hand, and to grant that he may 
take his sickness patiently, and recover his bodily 
health, if it be thy gracious will ; and (that) whenso- 
ever his soul shall depart from his body, it may be 
without spot presented unto thee, through Jesus 
Christ our Lord. Amen. 

The Epistle. Heb. xii. 5.

Verilt, verily I say unto you, &c. 

% At the time ^ the distribution of the holy Sacrament, the 
Presbyter shall first receive the Communion himsetf, and qfter 
minister unto them that be appointed to communicate with the 
sick. 
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^ But if a man, either by re€uon of extremity of sickness, or for 
want of warning in due time to the Presbyter or Curate, or for 
lack of company to receive with him, or by any other just 
tn^fediment, do not receive the Sacrament of Christ* s Body 
and Blood ; then the Presbyter or Curate shall instruct him, 
that if he do truly repent him of his sins, and stedfastly 
believe that Jesus Christ hath suffered death upon the cross for 
him, and shed his blood for his redemption, earnestly remem- 
bering the benefits he hath thereby, and giving him hearty 
thanks therefore, he doth eat and drink the body and blood of 
our Saviour Christ profitably to his souVs health, althouyh he 
do not receive the Sacrament with his mouth. 

^ When the Sick person is tfisitedf and receiveth the holy Com- 
munion, all at one time, then the Presbyter, for more expedition, 
shall cutoff the form qf the Visitation at the Psalm, (In thee, 
O Lord, do I put my trust,) and go straight to the Communion. 

^ In the time nf Plague, Sweat, or such other like contagious 
times of sicknesses or diseases, when none qf the parish or 
Neighbours can be gotten to communicate with the Sick in 
their houses for fear qf the infection ; upon special request of 
the diseased, the Presbyter or Minister may alojwly commu- 
nicate with him. 
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t THE ORDER FOR THE BURIAL OF THE DEAD. 

^ The Presbyter, meeting the Corpse at the Chureh-stile, shall 
say, or else the Presbyter and Clerks shall sing, and so go 
either into the Church, or towards the grave : 

I AM the resurrection and the life, saith the 
Lord : he that believeth in me, though he were 
dead, jet shall he live ; and whosoever liveth, 
and believeth in me, shall not die for ever. John 
xi. 25. 

I KNOW that my Redeemer liveth, and that he 
shall stand at the latter day upon the earth : and 
though after my skin worms destroy this bodp, yet 
in my flesh shall I see God ; whom I shall see for 
myself, and mine eyes shall behold, and not another. 
Job xix. 25. 

We brought nothing into this world, and it is 
certain we can carry nothing out. 1 Tim. vi, 7. 
The Lord gave, and the Lord hath taken away ;

^ Wtien they come to the grave, while the Corpse is made ready 
to be laid into the earth, the Presbyter shall say, or the Pres- 
byter and Clerks shall sing :

tinueth not. (Job xiv, 1, 2.) In the midst of life, 
we be in death : of whom may we seek for succour, 
but of thee, O Lord, which for our sins art justly 
displeased ? Yet, O Lord God most holy, O Lord 
most mighty, O holy and most merciful Saviour, 
deliver us not into the bitter pains of eternal death. 
Thou knowest, Lord, the secrets of our hearts ; 
shut not up thy merciful eyes to our prayers : but 
spare us, Lord most holy, O God most mighty, O 
holy and most merciful Saviour, thou most worthy 
Judge eternal, suffer us not at our last hour for 
any pains of death to fall from thee. 

^ Then, while the earth shall be cast upon the body by some 
standing by, the Presbyter shall say. 

Forasmuch as it hath pleased Almighty God of 
his great mercy to take unto himself the soul of 
our dear brother here departed, we therefore com- 
mit his body to the ground ; earth to earth, ashes 
to ashes, dust to dust ; in sure and certain hope of 
resurrection to eternal life, through our Lord Jesus 
Christ : who shall change our vile body, that it may 
be like unto his glorious body, according to the 
mighty working, whereby he is able to subdue all 
things to himself. 
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^ Then shall be said or sungf 

I HEARD a voice from heaven sajiog unto ine» 
Write, From henceforth, blessed are the dead which 
die in the Lord : even so, saith the Spirit ; that 
they rest from their labours. Rev. xiv. 13. 

^ Then shall follow this Lesson, taken out of the \5th chapter 
to the Corinthians, the first Epistle, {yer. 20 to the end.)

^ After Morning Prayer the People being called togHher by the 
ringing qf a hell, and assembled in the Church, thp JSugUeh 
Litany shall be said after the accustomed manner; which 
ended, the Presbyter shall go into the pulpif, and say thus, the 
people sitting and attending with reverence. 

Brethren, in the primitive Church there was a 
godly discipline, that at the beginning of Lent such 
persons as were notorious sinners were put to open 
penance, and did humblj submit themselves to 
undergo punishment in this world, that their souls 
might be saved in the day of the Lord ; and that 
others, admonished by their example, might be the 
more afraid to offend. 

In the stead whereof, until the said discipline 
may be restored again, (which thing is much to be 
wished,) it is thought good that at this time in 
your presence should be read the general sentences 
of God's cursing against impenitent sinners, gathered 
out of the 27th chapter of Deuteronomy, and other 
places of Scripture, and that ye should answer to 
every sentence. Amen ; to the intent that you, being 
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admonished of the great indignation of God against 
ainners, may the rather be called to earnest and true 
repentance, and may walk more warily in these 
dangerous days, fleeing from such vices, for the 
which ye affirm with your own mouths the curse of 
G-od to be due,

anoe. Rom. u* 4, 5. Then shall they call upon 
me, saith the Lord, but I will not hear ; they shall 
seek me early, but they shall not find me : and that 
because they hated knowledge, and received not the 
fear of the Lord; but abhorred my counsel^ and 
despised my ecHrection. Prov, L 28, 29, 30. TheD 
shall if be too late to knock, when the door shall be 
shut ; and too kte to cry for mercy, when it is the 
time of justice. MitU, xxv. 10, 11, 12. O terrible 
voice of most just judgment which shall be pro- 
nounced upon them, when it shall be said unto 
them, Go, ye cursed, into the fire everlasting, which 
is prepared for the devil and his angels 1 Mati. 
xxv. 41. 

Therefore, brethren, take we heed betime, while 
the day of sakvation lasteth ; 2 Cor. vL 2. for the 
night cometh, when none can work. John ix» 4. 
But let us, while we have the lights brieve in the 
light, and walk as the children of the light; Johm 
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xii. 35, 36. that we be not cast into utter darkness, 
where is weeping and gnashing of teeth. Matth, 
xxy. 30. Let us not abuse the goodness of God, 
which caUeth us tnercifullj to amendment, and of 
his endless pity promideth us forgiveness of that 
which is past, if with a whole mind and true heart 
we return unto him. For though out sins be as red 
as scarlet, thej shall be as white as snow: and 
though they be like purple, yet shall they be as 
white as wool. Isa» i. 18. 

Turn you clean, saith the Lord, from all your 
wickedness, and your sin shall not be your destruc- 
tion.
